1 . ZAMBIAN PRESS MARCH 16 HIGHLIGHTED COMMENTS BY ROBERT 
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MUGABE IN BEIRA MARCH 15. ACCORDING TO LOCAL PRESS, MUGABE 
APPEALED TO OAU MEMBER STATES FOR ADDITIONAL MILITARY SUPPLIES 
TO PRESECUTE THE LIBERATION WAR. MUGABE SAID FRONTLINE STATES 
WERE STARVING THEIR ECONOMIES BY AIDING THE FREEDOM FIGHTERS. 
MATERIAL ASSISTANCE COMING FROM OAU AND THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY WAS CURRENTLY NOT SUFFICIENT TO TOPPLE SMITH'S 
REGIME. HE SAID EFFORTS OF THE PATRIOTIC FRONT TO RECONSTITUTE 
ZIPA BY INTEGRATING ZANU AND ZAPU FREEDOM FIGHTERS INTO ONE 
FORCE WAS A STEP TOWARD AVOIDING THE POSSIBILITY OF CIVIL WAR AT 
INDEPENDENCE. MUGABE SAID, THE PF COULD NOT IGNORE A CONFERENCE

5. THE SECRETARY-GENERAL OF THE ZAMBIAN CONGRESS OF TRADE UNIONS 
(ZCTU), NEWSTEAD ZIMBA SAID IN KITWE MARCH 15 THAT WITH REFERENCE 
TO FOREIGN SECRETARY OWEN'S PROPOSED VISIT TO SOUTH AFRICA, THE
